Penalty For Sportsmanship 

HE BLOOD-HORSE understands that Federal 

revenue collectors have been given instruc- 
tions to allow no deductions in income taxes on 
the basis of losses incurred in the operation of 
racing stables, and further that a bill has been 
introduced in Congress to make it certain that 
such deductions will not be made. 

The philosophy behind this attitude seems to 
be that many wealthy persons operate racing 
stables in order to lose money, and thus avoid 
payment of taxes, and that such a procedure is 
reprehensible to the extent that it must be sup- 
pressed by law. If this is really what runs in 
the minds of those who sponsor the policy of no 
deductions for racing losses, then it is a most 
perverted syllogism. 

There must be several owners of racing stables 
whose annual of $100,000 
each. Does anyone suppose that such a loss is 
deliberately incurred in order to avoid the pay- 
ment of a tax of $30,000? Absurd as it sounds, 
it is apparent that someone does suppose it.

The effect of this policy will be to increase the 
racing stable by the

is, if a sportsman loses $100,000 because he is

The editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE is neither an 
economist nor a politician, but those deficiencies 
do not so impair his intellect that he cannot see 
the fallacy of this policy. 

The end toward which the present administra- 
tion moves is the more even distribution of 
wealth. If a millionaire invests $100,000 and 
makes a profit, the Government appropriates a 
certain per cent for the common good. 

If the same millionaire invests $100,000 and 
loses it, the $100,000 is not lost to anyone except 
the spender. It has gone into the pockets of 
others, has enriched all through whose 
hands its has passed, has provided employment, 
has done its part in maintaining the general 
prosperity, in short has been a $100,000 invest-

ment in the common and has been taxed 
repeatedly. 

3ut the Government wags a deprecating finger 
and says: “You shouldn't have done that. You 
should have kept your $100,000, and we would 
have taken $30,000 of it and would have done 
more good than your $100,000 did. But since 
you have already spent your $100,000, we are 
going to take the $30,000 anyway. And let that 
be a lesson to you.” 

It is a rare business in which the proprietor 
gives all the income, and more, to his employes 
and to the sales agencies which cater to him. 
Most businesses are, quite naturally, of the sort 
which attempt to increase the wealth already 
possessed by the proprietor. But racing is a 
queer game in which the owner actually enjoys 
his horses to the extent that he is willing to 
turn over great amounts of his own wealth to 
others simply to perpetuate that enjoyment. And 
the Government, which it wants wealth 
more evenly distributed, discourages the man 
who undertakes such distribution.

Fire your employes, discontinue 
your purchases and force the people from whom 
you buy horses and equipment to fire their em- 
ployes. Let them see if they can find employ- 
ment elsewhere, and if they fail they can go on 
relief, and then the Government can warm them 
in its bosom and meditate upon the profundities 
of economics and political wisdom. 

We do not make this argument 
protect the rich from taxation. Our 
client in this case is not the wealthy owner, but 
racing itself. The probable effect of the policy 
in question would be to curtail, or possibly to 
conclude, the activity and interest of a number 
of wealthy owners. The men who would be urged 
off the stage of racing would be those whom the 
sport needs most. There is not enough money 
in racing for everyone to make a profit. Those 
disinterested participants to whom profit is not 
an item of importance are the ones which give 
the sport its best character.

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A TRAINER’S DIARY

UNE 14. Rainy morning the track all slop and 

mud. So everything walked, except Fig, which 
I gave an easy three-eighths mile as a blow-out 
for a race tomorrow. Devil, which pulled up 
“gimpy” after his work yesterday, was quite sore 
this morning, and I put him into a tub of ice 
water to stand, after which I did his legs up in 
Hagyard’s absorbent lotion under cotton and 
bandages, which will be changed again at “do- 
ing-up time.” Jim is beginning to walk fairly 
well, and the swelling is leaving his ankle. He 
has been having his leg painted and sweated on 
alternate days, as has also been done with Glow’s 
bad leg. 

Star, an excellent mudder, was at home in 
the going this afternoon, and he sprinted into 
a good lead, and lasted to be second after tiring 
badly in the last sixteenth, just as I feared. 
However, the first two horses were many lengths 
ahead of the others, and his race was a sparkling 
and very satisfactory performance. Second 
money also helps pay for oats. 


JUNE 15. Track still half muddy. Glow, Friend- 
ly, Fig, and Mabyn galloped. Steve, Kitty, and 
King galloped two miles. Edna breezed three- 
eighths in :40 in preparation for her race to- 
morrow. Others walked. Fig failed to get into 
race in which she was entered. 


JUNE 16. Devil galloped very well today, after 
two days walking. General galloped, but did not 
take any interest in his work. Light, Glow, 
Friendly, Steve, and Kitty galloped two miles. 
Mabyn and King again worked in company a 
half-mile in :5145. Others walked. 

Edna ran her first unsatisfactory race today. 
She was badly blocked at the break, after which 
she bore out for most of the race. She also must 
be feeling the “cough-bug,”’ so this will be her 
last race for some time. 


JUNE 17. Galloped Devil twice around the 
track this morning in lieu of a three-furlong blow- 
out, as I want to run him tomorrow, and feared 
he might pull up too sore if breezed. Will enter 
him in a race he cannot lose unless he breaks 
down in the running, which I don’t expect him 


to do. Light, Glow, and Kitty also galloped two 
miles. Friendly breezed five-eighths mile in 


1:032, under a hard pull. Mabyn and King went 
five-eighths in 1:04, and Steve breezed three- 
eighths in :41 for his first work. Others walked. 


JUNE 18. Rain again last night made the track 
rather bad this morning, and most of the horses 
walked. Light, Glow, King, and Devil galloped. 
Friendly worked a mile in 1:47, breezing. 

Devil went to the post a short-priced favorite, 
despite the fact he had not faced the starter 
since early December. He justified the faith of 
the public and his trainer by sprinting the first 
half-mile (in mud) in :46, which left the rest 
of the field dizzy and gave him a long lead to 
coast home on. The heavy going was very hard 
on his old injuries, however, and he pulled one 
of his tendons rather severely, and was in enough 
pain to make him leave his supper and lie down 
most of the night. A very valiant knight is 
Devil. More courage than his is not in the blood 
of Thoroughbreds.

BROODMARE SIRES, 1937 
EADING sire of 1937 to date is The Porter, 
son of Sweep, and second on the list is Man 

o War. The leading broodmare sire of 1937 to 
the end of June is Sweep, and second to him is 
Man ©’ War. And, strangely enough, the horse 
which gives Sweep his margin over Man o’ War 
in the broodmare statistics is Man o’ War’s son 
War Admiral, which is out of the Sweep mare 
Brushup. 

The statistics published below are complete 
for the first six months of 1937. They are based 
on first monies at all recognized race tracks in 
North America, excepting a few minor meetings 
not yet included. Stallions whose daughters are 
represented by the winners of as much as $2,000 
during that period are included in the tabulation. 

Sweep, which appears likely to lead the brood- 
mare sire list this year, has never before held 
that distinction, but he has been well up on the 
list in every year in which THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
compiled statistics, beginning with 1928. Last 
year he reached his highest ranking when he 
was third. In the last volume of the American 
Stud Book there were 124 producing mares 
representing Sweep, which has been dead since 
1931. Man o’ War, still in service, had 60 mares 
in that volume. The dead Colin, which is third 
on the list, principally through the Santa Anita 
Handicap victory of Rosemont (sired by The 
Porter), had only 20 mares in the last volume of 
the Stud Book.

ARLINGTON PARK

LINCOLN FIELDS’ STAKES 

An advertisement elsewhere in this issue pre- 
sents the stakes program for Lincoln Fields’ 30- 
day meeting, which opens August 2. The stakes 
program represents an exact doubling of the 
program for 1936, since instead of five stakes 
with endowments of $2,500, this year’s program 
has 10 stakes of that value. The new (or revived) 
events are the Dearborn Handicap, for 2-year- 
old fillies, the Chicago Heights Handicap for 2- 
year-old colts and geldings, the Steger Handi- 
cap, Calumet Handicap, and La Salle Handicap, 
for 3-year-olds and up.

HYDE PARK STAKES 

Importance of the Hyde Park Stakes ($2,500 
added, 2-year-olds, 5'. furlongs), run at Arling- 
ton Park July 10, lies less in itself than in the 
fact it is a qualifying event for Arlington Park’s 
rich Futurity, which this year will be run on 
August 1. However, in the five years that the 
Futurity has been offered, no horse has won 
both, and only three horses (winners of neither) 
have placed in both events. The heavily favored 
entry for the race was Milky Way Farm’s 
Mountain Ridge (114) and C-Note (117), both 
by *Royal Minstrel.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK CLOSES 

OR the last two years the pari-mutuel turn- 

over at Rockingham Park has been dropping, 
though not enough to cause operators any ap- 
prehension. In 1934 the spring meeting averaged 
$296,211 daily. In 1935 it was $284,428; in 1936, 
$265,082. This year the turnover took a slight 
swing up, with $4,846,059 passing through the 
machines during the 18 days, for a daily average 
of $269,225. The total was increased, of course, by 
the fact that the Independence Day celebration 
fell during the meeting, but on the other hand 
the total would have been even higher had not 
intense heat held down attendance for the last 
days. 

Rockingham Park held a liberally endowed 
meeting, with an increased number of stakes 
events, seemed deservedly popular with horsemen 
and race-gcers alike. The track will now be 
closed until September 20 when a second meet- 
ing, of 24 days, will be held. Racing in New Eng- 
land shifts now to Suffolk Downs, where a 30- 
day meeting began July 12. 

On closing day, in addition to the stakes event. 
the $10,000 added Rockingham Park Handicap, 
a supporting attraction was offered for 3-year- 
olds, under allowance conditions. Greentree 
Stable, which had won the stakes event, scored 
a double by taking the supporting race with 
Drowsy, a grey filly by *Royal Minstrel. Eddie 
Arcaro rode both winners. 


ROCKINGHAM PARK HANDICAP 


Six previous races this year have found Green- 
tree Stable’s Memory Book defeated, but always 
moving up at the end. He began the season with 
122 pounds in his saddle, got to the Rockingham 
Park Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1!s miles) with a burden of 113 pounds, the 
lightest he has shouldered for many months. The 
pace from the start, set by W. H. Gallagher's 
Rudie (8-y-o0, 110) was not a scorching one, 
and Memory Book was able to stay in third 
place, under light restraint, for a_ half-mile, 
Araho Stable’s New Deal (115) was racing in 
second place for this distance, but when Eddie 
Arcaro called on the *St. Germans colt he moved 
up readily, swept past New Deal, and engaged 
the leader.

DELAWARE 


DELAWARE PARK 

HE second week of Delaware Park's 26-day 

meeting began with a virtual cloudburst, 
which caused abandonment of the July 6 program. 
Few race tracks stop for weather, but the situa- 
tion at Delaware Park made the action impera- 
tive. The rainfall cut through the track, washing 
the top soil over to the inside rail, so that a 
full day was necessary to get the racing strip 
pack in condition. Late on the same day the 
main conduit supplying water to the track burst, 
so that water had to be hauled from nearby 
settlements. Finally, word came that race trains 
could not get through flood waters, and the pro- 
gram was abandoned. The water was so high, 
after the program of July 5, that many persons 
found it impossible to leave the stands. It was 
after 10 p. m. when the crowd could get out, and 
many race-goers, finding their automobiles 
“drowned out,”’ slept in them all night. Some 
stayed all night in the stand. 

Delaware: Park's location was not responsible 
for the heavy flood, since all of that section of 
southern Delaware and northern Maryland was 
affected. A number of roads were washed out, 
and several fatalities resulted, two coming when 
a car went into the Christiana River, for which 
the July 6 stakes event at Delaware Park was 
named. 

By July 8, however, the track had been re- 
paired, and conditions were again normal. Good 
racing and good weather during the rest of the 
week brought out satisfactory crowds, and the 
meeting continues to be a very successful one. 
On July 10 a good card was offered. In addition 
to the featured Diamond State Stakes, and al- 
lowance event for 2-year-olds was offered, the 
winner being Liberty Scout, a Liberty Limited 
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colt which has now won two races for T. P. 
Morgan, who purchased him recently from Three 
D's Stock Farm. An allowance race for 3-year- 
old fillies was won by Elmer Dale Shaffer's 
Evening Tide. This filly, a “blood sister’ to High 
Quest, is also sister to Evening Shadow, which 
also won fer young Mr. Shaffer on July 8. Bert 
Michell trained both, is apparently in stride again. 
Secondary feature on July 10 was a $1,500 handi- 
cap, won by Walter M. Jeffords’ Jean Bart, 4- 
year-old Man o’ War colt. Another good race was 
a $1,200 handicap, which went to Mrs. W. Plunket 
Stewart's Mower, a *Sickle colt. 


DIAMOND STATE STAKES 

At the beginning of the season, it was freely 
predicted that a son of Pompey would lead the 
3-year-o'd division. This was Pompoon, which 
went out for a rest after winning the Paumonok, 
running ccurageous seconds to War Admiral in 
the Derby and Preakness. Now with the leaders 
temporarily retired, it is a son of Pompey which 
has the 38-year-old leadership pro tem. This is 
Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin’s Strabo, which could hardly 
have been considered much of a prospect at the 
beginning of the season, having gone through his 
2-year-cld season a maiden, despite 12 starts. 
But Strabo, after four overnight victories and a 
few seconds and thirds, won the Dwyer Stakes 
surprisingly, then tock the Kent Handicap on 
Delaware Park’s opening day. He ran his string 
of stakes victcries to three on July 10 when he 
won the Diamond State Stakes ($7,500 added, 3- 
year-olds, 1!, miles) at Delaware Park.

DETROIT CLOSES 

ULY 10 was the closing day of the 37-day 

meeting which opened May 29 at the Detroit 
Fair Grounds. About 10,000 persons were out 
on closing day, a remarkable number considering 
the intense heat which prevailed. The Detroit 
track offers little shelter from heat, since it has 
no wooded or grassy places, and hot weather 
makes the concrete and steel stand highly un- 
comfortable. 

But the meeting, nevertheless, was the most 
successful since racing was revived in Michigan. 
Figures on attendance and pari-mutuel betting 
were not released, but officials said that both 
were 20 per cent higher than the best previous 
record. Detroit gave up its Derby this season, 
apparently realizing that top 3-year-olds could 
not be attracted to the city, and concentrated 
its efforts on the handicap and the 2-year-old 
divisions. Good racing was the result, and De- 
troit deserved its prosperity. 

Closing day was featured by two stakes events, 
accounts of which appear below. Other events 
were claiming affairs with the exception of the 
third, which was for 2-year-old maidens. This 
went to Doctor Tim, first winner for the *Light 
Brigade stallion Dr. Freeland, which was finally 
retired to stud at John E. Hughes’ farm at Mid- 
dleburg, Va., in 1936, after an eight-year cam- 


paign which yielded $152,210. Dr. Freeland, 
which raced through 1935, was bred to a few 
mares in 1934, now has his first winner from 
his first crop of three foals. 
ERIN TORCH WINS 

Six horses contested the Ontario Handicap 


($2 500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Detroit July 10. They included two entries: 
Dixiana’s Erin Torch (111) and Crow’s Flight 
(3-y-0, 105), and Long Run Stable’s Dolaway 
(3-y-0, 103) and Judge Kavanagh (103). Erin 
Terch beat Dolaway two lengths to win the 
event; Crow’s Flight kept out of last place at 
Judge Kavanagh's expense. The latter began in 
front, but Erin Torch ran him down when ready, 
had no trouble in protecting the lead. Dolaway, 
finishing well, was a length and a quarter ahead 
of the favorite, J. B. Respess’ Main Man (3-y-o, 
110), with Oddesa Farm's Don Creole (107) in 
fourth place.

KENTUCKY 


LATONIA CLOSES 

HE best meeting Latonia has held for some 

years closed July 10, with the Latonia Oaks 
furnishing the feature event. This resulted in 
a very close contest, with The Queen, an outsider, 
nosing out the second choice, Ann Jones. Shat- 
terproof, the favorite, ran no race at any stage, 
was far below her usual form. She had shipped 
in from Arlington Park, may have been dulled 
by the trip. 

Though better fields were assembled for stakes 
events, particularly the Latonia Derby, than in 
recent previous years, the northern Kentucky 
track closed its books with a slight deficit. Hand- 
books which went virtually unchecked by local 
officials were cited as one of the major contribut- 
ing causes, and the track was forced to omit 
Monday racing, cut its meeting to 33 days. The 
latter weeks of the meeting were considerably 
better than the earlier ones, and though no official 
statement was made, it was reported that the 
loss would not exceed $25,000. Aside from the 
stakes event, the cnly non-claiming event offered 
on the last day was one for 2-year-old maidens, 
won by Mrs. J. B. Hilliard’s Carrickore. 


LATONIA OAKS 
The Queen, owned by the F. L. B. Stable (Flick, 
Litschi, and Battle), turned in her first surprise 
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of the year at Keeneland when she defeated the 
then highly regarded Derby candidates Gosum, 
Black Look, and others. She was in the money 
only once in six subsequent starts, came up to 
the Latonia Oaks ($5,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
11, miles) on July 10 as a 17-to-1 outsider. 
Under a furious drive by Jockey George South, 
The Queen won by a nose. 


Periette (116) left the barrier with high speed, 
and after a half-mile was five lengths in front 
of Synonym (116), her nearest challenger. Flip 
Flap (116) was third, Migal Fay (116) fourth. 
The latter two retired after this distance, and 
J. W. Parrish’s Miney (113) and C. R. Allen’s 
Ann Jones (116) came up to contention. Perlette, 
also owned by Mr. Parrish, still led after six 
furlongs, but she was coming back to her field. 
Synonym also was tiring, and the few bettors 
who had backed The Queen saw her silks in fifth 
place, moving up steadily. When the field reached 
the stretch, Ann Jones drove forward to take the 
lead from Synonym, which began stopping. The 
Queen was at her head, however, and in the last 
furlong she got to the front, finished a nose in 
front of the Broadway Jones filly. A B. Han- 
cock’s Recussion (116), a daughter of Gallant 
Fox, got up to take third place, two lengths 
behind Ann Jones, a like distance in front of 
Miney. In order fcllowed Synonym, Shatterproof 
(116), Perlette, Alkit (116), Flip Flap, and Migal 
Fay.

HANDBOOKS AND TAXES 


The Thoroughbred Club of America at its 
meeting at the Lafayette Hotel last Friday, 
July §, expressed its disapproval of Federal legis- 
lation designed to prevent deduction of racing 
losses from income tax returns, and considered 
whether to express its disapproval of handbooks. 

Arthur B. Hancock read to the club a letter 
he had received from John E. Hughes, noted 
Chicago lawyer and Thoroughbred breeder, con- 
cerning the proposed legislation. Mr. Hancock 
stated that he had already written Kentucky 
senators and representatives expressing his dis- 
approval of the proposed legislation, and urged 
other members of ‘the club to do the same. 
Several members volunteered to do so, and it 


was also decided that the club itself should send 
letters making known its opposition. 

J. A. Estes, editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE, asked 
the club to make known its attitude toward 
handbooks, and offered for the members’ con- 
sideration the tentative text of a bill by which 
the Federal Government would take the responsi- 
bility for preventing the interstate transfer of 
race results for betting purposes, but which 
would specifically allow the communication of 
such information for publication in newspapers. 
He urged that the club go on record as favoring 
such a measure as the only method by which 
racing may be saved from an “unmitigated 
evil,” since local law-enforcement agencies have 
shown they will never cope with the problem. 

(Although the speaker was not aware of it 
at the time, Senator Wheeler, of Montana, had 
introduced in the United States Senate the pre- 
vious day a measure similar to that presented 
before the Thoroughbred Club.) 

Mr. Estes asked the club members to consider 
the proposal seriously and to express their ap- 
proval or disapproval at a meeting in the near 
future. The ensuing discussion was largely non- 
commital. 

In the absence of President Daniel B. Midkiff, 
Secretary Neville Dunn presided. After the 
meeting Mr. Midkiff announced that the next 
meeting of the club would be held at noon Satur- 
day, July 24, at the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders Association track, Lexington, prior to 
the afternoon program of the Lexington Junior 
League Horse Show. 


DOG RACING DEVELOPMENTS 

Dog racing, illegal in Kentucky when betting 
is permitted, was started Saturday night, July 10, 
at Dayton, Ky., Although State officials had an- 
nounced they would take steps to enforce the 
laws if local officers fail to do so, the dog racing 
plant had not been molested three days after its 
opening. Kentucky’s Attorney General Hubert 
Meredith, who prior to the track’s opening had 
indicated the State would attempt to stop the 
plant if local officials failed to do so, said two 
days after the opening that he ‘‘awaited further 
developments” before planning a definite course 
of action. He did not explain what developments 
needed to be waited for. Meanwhile, Kentucky’s 
Governor A. B. Chandler had announced the ad- 
ministration was “against Murphy.” He referred 
to John T. Murphy, former State senator from 
Kenton County who is seeking that office again. 
As Senator, Murphy introduced several bills in 
the State legislature to legalize dog racing. 


L. S. SUTCLIFFE ESTATE 

The will of Leonard S. Sutcliffe, filed for pro- 
bate in Fayette County, Kentucky, last week, 
bequeaths to The Jockey Club the collection of 
negatives from which were made the phpto- 
graphs included in the noted photographer’s 
books of Thoroughbred mares and Thoroughbred 
sires. Other negatives in the collection are to 
be disposed of by the executor, J. Owen Reynolds, 
of Lexington. A board of appraisers appointed 
last week is made up of Frank B. Jones, Mrs. 
Gayle Hamon, who was Mr. Sutcliffe’s secretary, 
and John U. Field.

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MASSACHUSETTS 

SUFFOLK DOW NS OPENS 

ECOND and last phase of major racing in 

Massachusetts began July 12, when Suffolk 

Downs opened its second meeting, which will 
run for 30 days. Opening day had showers but 
a fast track, not very well filled fields, since many 
of the horses which will be active at the meeting 
were still shipping in.

Saintly by two lengths with Lord Rosebery’s 
Agincourt third in the field of nine. The win- 
ner had shown such promise in his two previous 
races that he was odds-on favorite, at 4 to 5. In 
his first effort he had finished second to Hoity- 
Toity in the Zetland Plate at York, and in the 
Winsdor Castle Stakes at Ascot he had been 
third, beaten a short head and a neck by Scotia’s 
Glen and Far West. 

Unbreakable, by *Sickle, is the seventh winner 
and the fourth stakes winner produced by *Blue 
Glass, a half-sister, by *Prince Palatine, to *Hour- 
less. He is a brother to the good winner Optic, 
a half-brother to the stakes winners Blind Play, 
Broadside, Hurryoff, and to the winners Hip- 
pias and Novelist. 

The Princess of Wales Stakes, 1! miles, one 
of the most important events of the First July 
meeting at Newmarket, went to William Wood- 
ward's Flares, 4-year-old brother to Omaha. He 
won by a short head from the favorite, Sir Abe 
Bailey’s Valerian, which had won the Ascot 
Stakes and Queen Alexandra Stakes at Ascot. 
The Duke of Marlborough’s Mounument, 4-year- 
old Sansovino colt, was third, three lenghths 
farther back in the field of six. It was the sec- 
ond stakes victory of the year for Flares, which 
won the 1!.-mile Burwell Stakes at Newmarket 
in May. Last year Omaha was second to Taj 
Akbar in the Prince of Wales Stakes, which is 
worth about $13,000 to the winner. 


SON-IN-LAW AND ASCOT 

In referring to the success of Son-in-Law and 
his sons at Ascot the wins of Ramtapa and Azam 
Pasha were inadvertently omitted. 

Both colts are by Rustom Pasha, a son of Sir 
Abe Bailey’s old horse, who won the Nonsuch 
Stakes, the Eclipse Stakes, the Champion Stakes, 
and other races worth, in all, £15,908. 

Son-in-Law must be directly credited with 
£5,400 in stakes through the victories of his sons 
Valerian and Suzerain, and indirectly with a 
further £5,05C through his grandsons Ramtapa 
and Azam Pasha, sired by Rustom Pasha, and an 
additional £4,740 via Cold Scent and Fearless 
Fox, who are sons of Foxlaw. 

As a sire of the dams of winners he was re- 
sponsible for Flag of Truce, and the placed 
horses to his or his son's credit were Winnebar, 
Couvert (twice), Cecil, Pavanna, Enfield, and 
Miss Windsor. 

Including place money, his sons or grandsons 
earned £17,890 in the four days, which is a great 
record for the Royal meeting.—Sportiny Life 
(London). 


DURBAN JULY HANDICAP 

Principal race of the season in South Africa 
is the 1!,-mile Durban July Handicap, worth 
more than £6,000 ($30,000) to the winner. Run 
on July 3, the result was better news in Ireland 
than anywhere else. Winner by a length was the 
40-1 outsider Ballyjamesduff, a 4-year-old colt 
bred in Ireland and exported to South Africa 
about seven months ago at a landed cost of 


£1,000. Second was the French-bred Ygor, and 
two other Irish-bred racers, Dennis Blink and 
Soltava, both by Soldennis, occupied third and 
fourth places respectively. The winner is owned 
by Mrs. M. V. Henkes, the third horse by her 
husband. 

Ballyjamesduff, exported by the Anglo-Irish 
Agency, Ltd., is a brown colt by Poor Man out 
of Ballyhornan, by Hainault, second dam Tre- 
donna, by Tredennis. Poor Man, his sire, an 
Achtoi horse closely inbred to Queen’s Birthday, 
was exported to Russia last year. 


IRISH DERBY FOR PHIDEAS 

The victory of Sir Victor Sassoon’s Phideas 
in the Irish Two Thousand Guineas was reported 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE of June 19, page 837. On 
June 23 Phideas added the Irish Derby to his 
triumphs, winning by a length from William 
Barnett’s Senor, son of Trigo, with Mrs. James 
Corrigan’s Tolman, by Tolgus, in third place. 
There were only three other starters. Phideas, 
trained by the phenomenally successful Jack 
Rogers, is a bay colt by the now dead Pharos 
out of Solario’s sister Imagery, dam also of the 
Irish Triple Crown winner Museum. 


NUMERALS FOR HALF-BREDS 


The stewards of Engiand’s Jockey Club have 
approved a new rule which requires that numer- 
als must be attached to the names of horses not 
eligible for registration in the General Stud Book, 
leaving the name open for horses which are so 
eligible. Thus Omaha, if he were to remain in 
England, would presumably become Omaha II. 


FOREIGN NOTES 

Joseph E. Widener’s Barberybush, 3-year-old 
daughter of *Ksar and Pervencheres, won the 
Prix de Malleret, distance about 11, miles, at a 
meeting in France. 

His Grace, brother to *Blenheim II, added the 
1!,-mile Duke of Cambridge Handicap at New- 
market. to his winnings recently. The race had 
1,119 sovereigns first money. His Grace carried 
121 pounds. 

English exchanges state that ‘an English 
owner” has offered 40,00 guineas (about $210,- 
000) for Donatello II, the Italian 3-year-old which 
had won seven consecutive races and was un- 
beaten until Clairvoyant, France’s outstanding 
3-year-old colt, defeated him by a length in the 
Grand Prix du Paris. The offer has been declined 
by Federico Tesio, the Italian owner of the son of 
*Blenheim II. 

Mirza II, 2-year-old son of *Blenheim II and 
Mumtaz Mahal, by The Tetrarch, made his third 
start and scored his third victory in the July 
Stakes, five furlongs and 140 yards, at New- 
market June 29. The Aga Khan's outstanding 
colt, at odds of 6 to 100, scored in a canter by 
six lengths, with Miss Dorothy Paget’s Juhilee 
Day, by Solario, in second place, four lengths 
ahead of The Fox and Duck, a colt by Foxlaw. 
There was only one other starter. The 1,365 
sovereigns first money brought Mirza II’s earn- 
ings to 4,075 sovereigns ($20,375).

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TOMMY WOODCOCK ON DOPE 


HE series of articles which Tommy Wood- 

cock, Phar Lap’s handler, has prepared for 
the New Zealand Sporting Life and Referee, has 
been running for several months, but has not yet 
included anything favorable to American racing. 
The salubrious effect of the series on the reputa- 
tion of the American Turf in New Zealand may 
be judged by the following extract from a recent 
instalment: 


If Phar Lap had been born in America and raced 
there he would no doubt have had “dope” poured 
into him to make him gallop faster. 

The craze for speed in that country appears to give 
trainers a “dope” complex. So bad did the practice 
become that the government instituted a campaign to 
check it and it was found that over 1,700 horses in 
training showed sympioms of having had stimulants. 

Strange to say, several people came to Harry Telford 
with tonics that they vowed would put yards on to the 
pace of the great horse. Telford was impressed by 
such men He was prepared to try anything that 
would do Phar Lap good. If the bottles of tonic that 
were left for the horse were consumed he would have 
beer a walking dispensary. 

When Telford received a new bottle of tonic ac- 
companied by a story worthy of a Yankee salesman, 
he would tell me how marvelous it was and give me 
instructions how it had te be used and in what quanti- 
ties. At first I used to argue that a horse like Phar 
Lap did not want a tonic, but as time went on I 
adopted different tactics. To please Telford I would 
take the bottle, but I would pour a quantity down the 
drain each day so that he would think I was carrying 
out his instructions. 

Harry often stood off and admired the horse and 
remarked: “You can see him improving every day on 
that tonic.” 

I always agreed and laughed up my sleeve at the 
thought of a champion like Phar Lap wanting any- 
thing to improve him. One of Melbourne’s best known 
racing men came as regular as clockwork with his 
bottles of tonic, and just as regularly I poured them 
down the sink. ... 

I caused a bit of excitement in the ranks of trainer- 
dopers in Mexico by telling each one that I was more 
inclined to favor the other fellow’s method. That 
brought forth torrents of advice to be careful, as they 
knew of failures. 

Vhen the horses were at the post for the Agua 
Caliente Handicap one of the trainers referred to 
came up and asked me what “sting’’ I had used on 
Phar Lap! 

It would have been useless to argue that the great 
horse had gone out for the race without any stimulant, 
so I told him I was sticking to the dope I always 
used and that it was known as “Gofast.”” I told him 
that I had given Phar Lap an overdose and that I 
expected him to break the track record. So impressed 
was my listener that he came to me after the race 
and told me that my dope must be something out of 
the ordinary. He wanted me to put a price on it. I 
continued the joke by telling him that I was bound to 
secrecy. He was persistent enough to come to me 
again at Tanforan and Arlington, prepared to give me 
anything in reason for my mythical dope. 

When the post-mortem on Phar Lap revealed that a 
quantity of arsenate of lead was in his stomach. some 
said that it was the result of continual doping. Friends 
of mine heard it said that the Phar Lap party took 
away enough dope to poison one hundred horses. That 
kind of talk is as cruel as it is heartless. 

can say honestly and with feeling that Phar Lap 
did not even get one drop of the many tonics that 
well-wishers brought along for him, much less dopes 
to make him do his best.

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FIRST JULY SALES 


XCHANGES arriving in the United States 

this week carry the result of the First July 
sales of yearlings and other stock. The offerings 
on the first day consisted of horses in training, 
and yearlings were disposed of at the sessions 
on June 30 and July 1. According to totals which 
Tiik BLOCOD-HORSE has assembled from the pub- 
lished record of the sales, 165 yearlings were sold 
for 75,250 guineas, average 456 guineas (about 
$2,594). 

This is a 10.7 per cent decline from the average 
of the First July sales of last year. In 1936, 151 
yearlings brought 77,112 guineas, average 510.5 
guineas. The average for 1935 was still higher, 
577 guineas. 

However, the 11 yearlings sold for the account 
of the National Stud brought 20,860 guineas, an 
average of 1,896 guineas (about $9,954). This 
constitutes a record for the National Stud, which 
has been selling yearlings since 1916. Most of 
the top prices were in this consignment. The 
highest bid, 6,100 guineas (about $32,025) was 
made by Lord Glanely for a grey filly by Cam- 
eronian out of Myrohella, a top 2-year-old a few 
seasons ago. Another filly, by Mr. Jinks out of 
Blandford’s half-sister Nun's Veil, went to Capt. 
Macdonald-Buchanan (son-in-law of the late Lord 
Woolavington) for 4,200 guineas. (Last year a 
yearling daughter, by Fairway, of the same mare 
brought 5,500 guineas. ) 

In the consignment of Lady Barbara Smith 
was a brown colt by Cameronian out of the 
splendid mare Verdict, dam of Quashed and 
Thankerton, and he brought 4,200 guineas, Lord 
Glanely being the purchaser. 


OHIO 


THISTLE DOWN 
‘i 43-day summer meeting at Thistle Down 
Park, Cleveland, opened July 12, with a pro- 

gram favored by good weather, supported by a 
crowd of about 10,000. The Thistle Down meet- 
ing has a liberal number of small stakes on its 
program, but none was offered the first day. The 
featured race was a $1,200 handicap, for 3-year- 
olds and up, at one mile. The winner was J. J. 
Farrell’s Just Frank, a 4-year-old gelding by 
*Justice F., which was bred by Mr. O. D. Ran- 
dolph. Just Frank was a surprise, winning in 
the last strides at 15 to 1. A supporting event 
was an $800 handicap for 3-year-olds, won by 
Mrs. W. M. Emerson's Smart Girl, a Peter Hast- 
ings filly which was bred by W. C. Goodloe. 
Favorites had a sad day, only the first and the 
eighth races going to public choices. 
FIXING 

At Toronto on July 2 appeared Murry Feder, 
to answer charges of conspiring with Jockey 
Frank Mann in the fixing of a horse race at 
Thorncliffe Park in June, 1936. Jockey Mann, 
who was once suspended 30 days for hanging to 
Discovery’s saddle cloth in the 1935 Massachu- 
setts Handicap, had testified that he received 
money from Feder to be distributed to four 
jockeys, including himself, for ‘“‘fixing’’ the sixth 
race on June 9, 1936. Each boy got $100, a $100 
bet on Deedie. The jockeys testified that they 
received the money, did nothing to affect the 
result of the race. On July 8 Feder was dis- 
missed by Magistrate James Cowan. 


In the race in question, Jockey Mann's mount, 
St. Omer, led to the last eighth, finished fourth. 
Omareen, which finished second, was blocked on 
the turn. Stormer, which was third, was badly 
messed about going to the first turn. Deedie won 
by a length.

Highest daily double pay-off at Detroit this 
year was $1,545 for $2. Four persons had this 
combination, on July 6.

J. (Red) Everest, former trainer, died at 
Detroit July 10 after an illness of several months.

Jockey Robert Cheatham was injured at La- 
tenia July 8, when Snicker went down with him 
in the eighth race. Face lacerations and a bad 
shaking up were the most serious results. 

Cc. C. VanMeter has returned to Lexington 
with three 2-year-olds from Latonia, where he 
had been racing. At Latonia he sold Javamocha 
to Smith G. Baker, and Zingali to Frank Letellier. 

Arlington Park’s publicity department recently 
warned suckers against sweepstakes tickets 
on the Arlington Classic, with which “the Mid- 
West is being flooded.” ‘Strictly a fake,” said 
Roy Carruthers, general manager of the track. 

Miss Mary Dillard Hazelrigg and Mr. John 
Wesley Marr were married at Winchester, Ky., 
July 12. Mrs. Marr is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles T. Hazelrigg, of Mt. Sterling, Ky., 
and Mr. Marr is the owner of Clarkland Stud, 
near Lexington. 

For unsatisfactory riding at Lancaster July 5, 
Jockey F. Ritz and Beecroft were suspended and 
recommendation was made to the Ohio State 
Racing Commission that their licenses be re- 
voked.

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YEARLINGS FOR SARATOGA 


COURT MANOR 


HE fact that Court Manor (Willis Sharpe 

Kilmer) will be the largest consignor to 
the Saratoga sales is not so important as that 
the group is of fine quality throughout. Re- 
garding the Court Manor yearlings, Thomas B. 
Cromwell recently stated, “They are probably as 
good a group of individuals as ever went to 
Saratoga. They are uniformly well grown, in 
good condition, and remarkably free from blem- 
ishes.” 

Selecting the best yearling in the group of 
67 was a task beyond the capabilities of this 
writer. As youngster after youngster was brought 
forth for inspection, I kept notes of my impres- 
sions of each, but at the end found I had classi- 
fied so many under the heading of “excellent” 
that further classification wouid require days of 
studying the individuais. From the standpoint 
of pedigree, an illustrious trio in the group 
is a brother to Sun Beau, a brother to Time 
Supply, and a sister to the Futurity winner 
Chance Sun. They are a representative trio, but 
my preference is definitely for the brother of 
Sun Beau, which he greatly resembles. 

If I were a breeder or racing owner seeking 
material at Saratoga, I would carefully look over 
the daughters of *Sun Briar and the sons and 
daugiters of *Gino. *Sun Briar, now 22, has com- 
piled a remarkable record, but he cannot last for 
many more years, and for that reason it behooves 
breeders to inspect carefully the six daughters 
he will send into the sales ring on the nights of 
August 9 and 13. The War Grey filly (bred in 
partnership with Walter M. Jeffords) is of fine 


quality. Although the Kitcat (Fair Play) filly 
is light, she is finely molded and of racy appear- 
ance. My pick of the *Sun Briar fillies, however, 
is the bay out of Virginity (Fair Play), a typical 
Sun Briar, feminine to her toes, with good clean 
legs and a fine intelligent head. The Highdine 
(High Time) filly also has a sensible, intelli- 
gent head, while the Comixa (Colin) filly is a 
showy individual with fine carriage and evenly 
proportioned lines which suggest she will grow 
into a good-sized, handsome racer. 

Gino, the striking Kilmer representative of 
the Tetrarch clan in this country, presents his 
first full crop to the Turf with the staging of 
these sales. Last year two fillies by *Gino were 
sold at the Spa, but this year there will be 13 
colts and seven fillies, and unless I am far wide 
of the mark, these youngsters, so well endowed 
with muscle and bone, will have a strong appeal 
to the buying public. They are the wear-and- 
tear type of race horse material. Picking the 
best in this group is a very difficult task, but 
among the colts I suggest a good look at the 
powerful and well made youngster out of Tea 
Pan (Peter Pan) and another good look at the 
colt from Reigh Nun (*Sunreigh), the dam of 
Ned Reigh. The colt from Sunmel (*Sun Briar) 
is a beauty.

John H. Morris, master of Bosque Bonita Farm 
in Woodford County, Kentucky, has been a horse- 
man ever since Ten Broeck was a colt. He was 
in his twentieth year when he saw Aristides win 
the first Kentucky Derby, in 1875. He had Virgil 
in the stud when no one would breed a mare to 
him until Hindo came along. But despite the 
fact that he is now 82 years old he is one of the 
most active horsemen in Kentucky, and his year- 
lings go to Saratoga every year under his per- 
sonal supervision. And they arrive in as good 
condition as any yearlings going to the sale.

Joe Notter 

HEY used to call him “Little Joe’’ Notter 30 
7 years ago. When he began riding for Jack 
McGinnis he could do less than 90 pounds with- 
out an effort. Today Joe Notter weighs about 160 
pounds. Today he is the same affable, quiet- 
spoken chap he was when he was one of the 
“best horses in the Keene stable’ that vintage 
year that saw Ballot, Colin, Celt, and others 
carrying the spotted jacket of the vice chairman 
of The Jockey Club to victory after victory. 

Pressed for the first winner he ever trained, 
the best winner he ever trained, and the best he 
ever saw, Joe Notter, taking the inevitable cigar 
out of his mouth, answered, “That’s funny you 
asked me these questions. The fact of the mat- 
ter is I had to look it up one night last week to 
determine whether Column or Toil was the first 
winner I ever saddled.” 

“Mr. Morton L. Schwartz,’ continued Joe, 

pught two Celt yearlings in 1920 from Arthur 
B. Hancock. The were bred in Virginia at the 
Ellerslie Stud. Both were chestnuts. The one 
out of Workmail that was named Toil, cost 
$5,000; the other, out of Pyramid, by Hastings, 
named Column, cost $3,000.” 

“They were turned over to me to train and I 
had them both ready at Jamaica in May, 1921. 
Column won on the third asking. I sent him 
to the post for the first time on May 11, 1921, 
in a race for maiden 2-year-olds, five furlongs. 
He was green and finished last, one horse being 
pulled up. Kai-Sang won, Bud Fisher was second, 
and June Grass third. Three days later I sent him 
back in the Colorado Stakes and look at what 
I bumped up against—-the Rancocas pair Kai- 
Sang and Little Chief, and Lord Baltimore, owned 
by J. S. Cosden and trained by Uncle Billy Garth. 
Column was 20-1, the Hildreth pair 4-5. The 
finish was Kai-Sang, Little Chief, Lord Baltimore, 
and Column, which was ridden by ‘Happy’ Bux- 
ton. My horse was moving up, so I ran him back 
four days later at Jamaica in a race for 2-year- 
olds, five furlongs, with 115 pounds. Buxton up. 
He was 5 to 2, and down he came, a length in 
front of Bud Fisher, with Budana third and 
the favorite, H. P. Whitney’s Broomster, a bad 
fifth. Still at Jamaica I sent Column out again 


on May 26 at five furlongs and met Willie Apple- 
gate’s William A. at level weights. The Jack 
Atkin horse was a slight favorite at 13 to 10, 


Column was 7 to 5. Column went 
three parts of a length. 

“Then we shifted over to Belmont Park, and 
in the Juvenile Stakes, five furlongs over the 
old straight course, Column with 115 pounds, 
Clarence Kummer up, an outsider at 15 to 1, won 
by a length from Frank Farrell's Nancy F. which 
had 119 pounds, McAtee up. George Bull’s Must- 
ard Seed, with Charlie Mergler up, was third. 
The race was worth $13,800. 

“Possibly the best horse I ever trained was 
The Nut with which I won the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion of 1929 for the late Silas B. Mason and his 
partner Arnold Hanger, who raced under the 
name of the Warm Stable. The son of Mad Hat- 
ter was ridden by Max Garner and he beat Afri- 
can and Beacon Hill and earned $31,760. 

“However, I can truthfully claim to have 
ed a horse that won a hundred grand. This was 
Kerry Patch, the Futurity winner of 1932. He 
was ridden by Pete Walls and beat a stout favor-

“Cynic started four times at two, was second in Caven- 
dish Plate and twice fourth. In five starts at three he 
was never out of the money. With limited opportunities 
as a sire (only nine registered foals including 1937 2- 
year-olds), he has had six starters, five winners, in- 
cluding stakes winner Merry Maker. Every critic who 
has seen the above yearlings by him has been tre- 
mendously impressed by their individuality. 
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ite in Ladysman, with Dynastic third. This race 
was worth $88,690 and the winner was bred, 
owned, and raced by Lee Rosenberg. He is now 
at stud in Maryland, at Merryman Black's place, 
not far from Havre de Grace.” 

“Well, Joe, I suppose you will say like almost 
every one else that Man o’ War was the best 
race horse you ever saw?” 

Joe’s nostrils belched smoxe, his eyes shot fire 
as he retorted with a snort: ‘Man o’ War, Hell! 
The best horse I ever saw was Colin. He would 
have tied Man o’ War in a knot. Nobody knows 
how good Colin was. He was never beaten, and 
he was a broken down horse that day he beat 
Fair Play in the Belmont Stakes.” 

Hastening to change the supdject before Joe 
became too warmed up, I tried to soothe him 
with another question: “Well, maybe you are 
right Joe, but tell me, what was the best race 
mare you ever saw?” 

He paused and became thougatful. Lazily puf- 
fing on the cigar, he waited a few moments and 
replied: “I cannot say for sure. I saw three 
really great race mares, Ariful, Maskette, and 
Regret. Artful actually was never beaten; she 
was pulled on two occasions to stablemates to 
preserve her maiden allowance in the Futurity, 
in which she beat such a 2-year-old filly as Tradi- 
tion and also the great Sysonby-—the only race Sy- 
sonby lost. Then she won the White Plains Handi- 
cap under 130 pounds, coming down the Eclipse 
Course, six furlongs in 1:08. As for Maskette, 
I rode her in the Futurity the day she beat Sir 
Martin, and Sir Martin was a really great 2- 
year-old—-and he did fairly well in England at 
three and four, so they tell me. I think Maskette 
lost only one race that year. Sir Martin beat 
her in the Flatbush Stakes, but she was trying 
to concede the colt two pounds actual weight. 
Regret is the only filly that ever won the Ken- 
tucky Derby, and I had the pleasure of riding 
her. This mare lost only two races. She went 
under at Saratoga in a race won by Stromboli, 
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the Saratoga Handicap, I think, and her stable- 
mate Borrow beat her the shortest of heads in 
the Brooklyn in world’s record time, with Old 
Rosebud behind them. They were three superb 
race mares and I may be getting old, but I do 
not think I have seen one as good since—I know 
I wish I had three half as good just now to train.
